officer, nn Alderman of the 1st Ward ; I didn't 
like to interfere there ; U WM a very exoltea- 
We crowd. 


Direct rimmed. The crowd wat very excit- 


ed, too much to be handled ; heard the cries 
of "get him out," "break thejail open ;" when 
he wat got ont, tbe crowd soinu of them follow- 
ed him off; there wat groat rejoicing. 


Crott-Examintd. I did'nt participate in the 


proceedings in any fray. 


WiMJ.tM G. PARSONS, tvsorn, Wat assist- 


ant jailor when Cotton brought Glover there; 
Cotton sent persons there to aid in keeping 
Gtover theru, Mr. Buck and Grant; he wat 
there from 7 in tbe morning, till between 5 and 
6 in the evening. I wat locked out by fasten- 
ing the back door, which had to b* locked 
from the outside. I taw nothing of the break- 
ing except tbe fence; the gate from tbe street 
iuto tho yard wai broken dnwn.the crowd then 
oame in ; I totd them there WM no communica- 
tion with thejail that wiy ; most of them then 
went back. I saw nothing of the breaking 
down of the jail door; I examined the door af- 
terwards, it wat cut H If with an axe, and 
the wall where the lock and hinges were sup- 
ported wai battered down ; there wai a ttick 
of timber in the hall, which WAI not there be- 
fore. I had been eut of the jail about 15 min- 
utes. I didn't reeogniie the defendant there 
at any time. 


Croit-tiammed: The jail WM not broken by 


getting Into the jail-yard. I had two keyt of 
the jail In my pocket at the time. Mr. Conu- 
»er wat tho jailor proper ; he provided food for 
the prisoner, si me at other prisoners. All tbe 
effort I made wat to keep tho crowd out of tbe 
house ; that wat all the opportunity I had. I 
heard Judge Hubbcll tell the crowd to keep 
back. There was no injury done to the prem- 
ises after Glover left. We were obliged W get 
a new door, and to put In a new frame, to se- 
cure it better than before.

STRATHEARN, recalled by LnXin. It must 


have been past six o'clock—it was after I had 
dropped work. 


The testimony closed at Jflj A M. 
Diet. Attorney Sbarpstein opened for the 


prosecution, making the best of big ciifco thnt 
he wus able, and jprosecutiag with the inure t 
orgy f»r tho bard feeling* which have grown 
out of this fuse. Mr. Steever, one (if tlio de- 
fendant's counsel, followed, subjecting the law 
and evidence to u close scrutiny. His associate, 
Geo. W. Lakin, late U. S. Attorney, caints next, 
and acquitted himself nobly fur his client, giv- 
inj; bold utterance to manly sentiments -within 
tbat remarkably "sacred'1 but veiy exclusive 
circle, the 1'edural Court Room.

brought to the jail — don't think that deft couid 
have had hold of tha timber— I Joft Byeoraft 
and Hutching* behind me — saw it go into tlte

pendency of a trial, 1 he jurors1 have access to 
the papers, and feeling an interest in the pro- 
ceedings, may there reati what may not be cor- 
rect. Jurats should tind u \erdict upou the ev- 
idence as it passed to them froui thu witnesses, 
without having their minds disturbed by read- 
ing the repomTtt' irreepuueiblv aud p«vliaps in- 
accurat* reporters. In criminal canes, no far 
as ut) observation has extended,! am inclined 
to think, injustice has been done in several in- 
stnue.es, by the dally publication of evidence;, 
daring the trial. And in cases of nbo-agree- 
nitiut of the jury, a just second trial is rendered 
uncertain by such publications, i'or theae rea- 
sons I respectfully request the editors to post 
puue any publication ot the evidence, until tbe 
CKUSA is finally determined. 1 do not luake a 
positive command, but a respectful request, 
which in every instance heretofore iia* been 
complied with." 


This request I believe has been complied 


with, and you are left to decide this case upon 
the evidence, aayou uuileratood U from the wit- 
nesses. 


I alxo, at an early hour of this trial, cautioned 


you agaiutt out-door influences, feeling it my 
duty to protect the purity of the jury-box 
Iu 


all cases likely to be attended with excitement, 
I have pursued this courte, and gave the jurors 
to understand thut an attempt to influence their 
decisions, out of Court, is indictable., and that 
it is their duty to make the information. The 
law throws a around a juror, sworn to try an is- 
sue according to evidence, a circle, iuto which 
110 tnan can corruptly enter with hupunlty. 


One object of the provision, in tbe Federal 


Constitution, of a judiciary, was, thut a tribu- 
nal may exist in each State, wherein all per- 
sona may appear as suitors, unembarrassed by 
local prejudices, influences or interests. This 
is a Court ot tbe nation, open to all persons of 
every State or country, residents ot our sister 
States of this Union, appear here under the 
constitutional provision, us American citizens, 
ou an equality with those of Wisconsin ; and 
inhabitants of, or emigrants from foreign States, 
OB suitors, have equal consideration with our 
own citizens. This being a national Court.joa 
are a national jury, equally removed, with thu 
judge, from all local influenced. A gentleman 
occupying tbe seat of a juror in this Court, ^ ill 
feel It a duty, in promoting this object 'of the 
Constitution, to discard from his lutud all local 
prejudice*, or feelings in regard tu policy, cir- 
cumstances, or individuals. 


The subject of slavery in the several State* 


of the Union, has been attended with, difficul- 
ties, both before and tince the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution. Through tbe cupidity 
and avarice of England, slavery was introduced 
into tbe American colonies ; and it existed in 
them without regard to their locality, north and 
south, until the people in tbe north found by 
experience tbat it was unprofitable. At the 
aduption of the Constitution it existed in all the 
States ; but law* had then beea generally en- 
acted in tbe northern State* for its gradual abo- 
lition. At the adoption of tbe Constitution of 
the United States, slavery bad been so engraft- 
ed into the several Statet, tbat a constitutional 
provision for the surrender of fugitives from la- 
bor, became essential to the. adoption of that In- 
strument. 


The conttitutional provision upon tbe sub- 


ject is thit — "No person held to service or la- 
bor in one State, under the laws thereof, escap- 
ing into another shall, ia consequence of any 
law or regulation therein, be discharged from 
tuch service or labor, but thull be delivered up 
on elaira of the party to whom «uctl service or 
labor may be due." 


What I thall tay to you upon thit occasion 


faM notbing new or original with me. Inhall 
content myself by following dectiloni ef the 
Supreme Court of the United States and the 
opinions of the Supreme Judge*, Story and Cur- 
tit, of MMaaehutettt, Baldwin of FenntylTtaia 
and Nelson of New York. 


The mode of delivering up fugitive* from jus- 


tice and labor, it not preterlbed in the ooMtitn- 
tion, or by any law, until tbe aet ef Coagrett, 
retpevting fugitive* from justice and pertoa* «- . 
oaping from the service of their niMtert, of 
Feb. mil, J793— four/ear* after tbe adoption 
of the constitution. Tbt* act b*injr band de- 
fective and, inoperative, tbe amendment of Sept 
18th, 1860, WM patted. Is retpect to the 
amended aet :

er is there any power conferred by it, on tbe 
claimant, hit attorney, or agent, but what it 
found in the act of 1793—not one. All tbe ad- 
ditional powers are conferred upon the minia- 
terial officers; the marshal and deputy march*!, 
who are required to execute tbe warrant* and 
other process iuued iu pursuance of it* provt- 
liunt, and which warrnut* and process are the 
tame as thote provided for in the previout act, 
and uoue others. Every ground of opposition 
to this recent act, distinguishable from opposi- 
tion to the former, is exclusively ret«r»bl« to 
tbe power* with which thn marshal and hit 
deputies are armed, with a view to its execu- 
tion." 


The Supreme Court* of the several States in 


tbe north have sustained thi* law, and that the 
Supreme Court of tbe United States, in repeat- 
ed decision* have sustained U, and we, both 
Judge and Jury are bound by these decisions. 


It is *aid, tbat tl.is law is unjust, a* it allow* 


a master to arrest hi* fugitive slave, and to bring 
him before a Judge or Commissioner for exam- 
ination. 


The. right ot a maiter to arrest his ftigitiv e 


slave ia not a solitary one in the laws ot thi* 
country. A master may pursue and apprehend 
hi* fugitive apprentice, whose service and la- 
bor be is entitled to demand by virtue of the 
deed of indenture. A father may compel his 
errant tuinor child to retuin to parental protec- 
tion, anil to submit to parental authority. A 
surety may pursue and carry back hi* abscond- 
ing principal, and commit him to prison in dis- 
charge of bis rec.oguiza.nce. All these thing* 
are done dully without producing excitement, 
and not one of these persons, except appren- 
tice, can claim, by virtue of any ttatute provi- 
sioii, an open, fair and public examination upon 
disinterested testimony before their removal it 
eltectuul, as in tho case ut'fugitive slave*. 
The 


fugitive from justice may be arrested upon a 
warrant founded upon an affidavit of thn injur- 
ed or interested party, and removed without a 
preliminary hearing; and.it frequently result* 
it pn tit rial that the charge is unfounded. Whil 
the law und IT consideration is effective ia ca 
rjing the provision* ot the constitution, it i 
equally so in protecting free colored person 
funn secret or criminal{deportatio». 


Tbe marshal is held to the United State* fo 


the use of all persona interested, with sureties 
iu a bond of heavy penalty fur the faithful dti 
charge of his official duties. Ho is liable i 
this bund for all act* of his deputies. He i 
required to execute every process committal 
to his hands, either by himself or a deputy .- 
This process was handed to deputy marsba 
Cotton, but WBH directed in the usual way t< 
Mnrshal. If Glover owed service to Gurlon 
iu the State of Missouri, and escaped from 
there, aud was apprehended by Cotton upoi 
this process, and was rescued by the crowi 
thftt surrounded the jail, the marshal and hi 
sureties are liable to Garland for tbe full valu 
of the fugitive, in the State of Missouri. Th 
marshal hud the olteriiBtivi>, either to receiv 
the warrant, or pay Garland one thousand do1 
lurs penalty ; and now since the fugitive- hi 
escaped, hi has UD way known to thu law, t 
avoid paying his full value. Such ic tbe law ii 
all case*. The marshal is bound under a peu 
alty to receive all process issued to hiui and t 
endeavor to serve them. If he arrests a man 
upon a capias, and a rescue ia effected, he must 
pay the plaintiff his damages. If be make* an 
arrest upon a, Co.. tfa. he U liable to tbe plaiutif 
for the full debt, in case of a rescue. If ho 
levies upon personal property under a jf. /a 
he is liable to the plniutin for tho value there 
of, and for the debt, if it should be taken from 
bis custody even by superior force. 


For these reasons, and also to maintain the 


nmjestv of the laws, it is the duty of all good, 
law-abiding citizens to aid thit officer, upon al 
proper occasions, in the service of process. Aw 
if the court and jury should refuse him legal re 
dress for the resistance of process, his duty to 
himself and bis suritlcs will compel him to re 
sort tu forcible means; which (in Russell on 
Crimene, paqe 66i>,) cnsy be used even to the 
taking of life.: " Amongst the acts done, by the 
permission of the law, for the advancement ol 
public justice, may be reckoned those of the 
ofh'cer, who, in the execution of his office, either 
in a civil or criminal case, kill* a person who 
aegnults aud resists him. The resistance will 
justify the officer in proceeding to the last ex- 
tremity. So tbat in all cases, whether cUil or 
criminal, where persons having authority to 
arrest and imprison, and using the proper meant 
for thnt'purpose, are resisting in to doing, they 
may repel force with force, and need not give 
back ; and if the party making resistance U un- 
avoidably killed in the struggle, thu homicide 
is justifiable. 
A rule founded in reason and 


public utility, for few men would quietly «ub- 
111 it to an arrett, if in aiy case of resintunce tbe 
party empowered to arrest were obliged to de- 
slat and letive the business undone." 
I was 


pleased to«ee.that the Legislature of thi* State, 
as its latt session, passed a law for the punish- 
ment of resistance to State process, similar to 
the act of Congress just read ; and it ia no doubt 
the anxious desire and prayer of every good 
citicea that these laws niay be faithfully ad- 
ministered, and the dreadful alternative of force 
be avoided. 


The officer*, by whose agency tbe govern* 


m<>nt of the United States administers the dom- 
estic affairs of the country, have a just claim 
upon the government for protection from as- 
saults or interruption, in the discharge of their 
several dutiet, and the judiciary, which is a 
component part of the government, it bound to 
render them tbat protection. 
Attack* upon 


officers of governmetit, to M to render its law* 
and authority ineffective, are the first step to- 
wards insurrection, and their defence U the pro- 
tection of the stability and integrity of tho gov- 
ernment" 


In all thit matter, we have not arrayed our 


selves againtt oar fellow-citizen*. Having done, 
just what tbe law required ofut, we have a 
right to expeot that confidence and protection 
which are due to ut Mcitixent, and tbat re*pect 
due a judicial tribunal. In thit free country, 
liberty of action it allowed, while not in opposi- 
tion to the force or authority of government, 
and not prejudicial to tbe peace or kappinett 
of society, or the right* of individual* ; bat in 
tbe discharge of official duties, officer* mutt 
pursue tbe course marked out by the law, with- 
out regard to pertonal coasequeacet or con- 
sideration*.
